ROBBERY WAS NOT THE MOTIVE. 


(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION. ] 

Montgomery Gibbs, lawyer, athlete, real estate dealer, 
thirty-three years old, with a fine income and bright 

rospects, was murdered mysteriously in Delaware ave- 
nue, the most fashionable street in Buffalo, N. Y., 
siortly before 10 o’clock on the night of April 28, and 
ie city has a sensation which has torn it from centre to 
circumference. 

so far the police have not a single clew to the mur- 
derer. The motive does not seem to have been robbery, 
for Gibbs had money in his pocket when found. There 
was a diamond in his shirt front and a valuable gold 
watch in his waistcoat pocket. 

He was of a retiring disposition and had no enemies 
«» faras known. He was unmarried, and the killing 
may have been done by a woman, or have been done 
by footpads. After almost 24 hours of continuous work 
on the case, this is all the entire detective force of Buf- 
fulo has been able to demonstrate. 

The circumstances of the affair are these: Mr. Gibbs 
lived with his brother, Clinton B. Gibbs, at No. 948 
Main street. He spentall of the day before at his law 
office, at No. 346 Main street. He went home at 5 
o'clock and changed his clothing, telling his brother and 
his sister-in-law that he intended to spend the evening 
with some friends. 

They all sat down to dinner at half-past 6 o'clock. 
Gibbs was in good spirits. He told stories, and there 
was no indication about him that ied his brother to be- 
lieve he was in any trouble whatever. After the meal 
was finished Mr. Gibbs smoked a cigar 
and then left the house. 

His movements from that hour until 10 
o'clock are shrouded in mystery. When 
he left the house at half-past 7 he said he 
was going out to spend the evening and 
would be back early. 

Three shots, fired in rapid succession, 
startled the inhabitants of Delaware aven- 
ue, near the corner of Bryant sfreet, a few 
minutes before 10 o’clock. As soon as 
he could snatch his hat, William W. 
Sloan, Jr., living at No. 869 Delaware 
avenue, rushed out of his house and into 
the street, and discovered the form of a 
man lying in the roadway leading into 
the yard of Mrs. Agnes Squire’s home, 
at No. 864, on the opposite or west side 
of the street. 

The light from a street lamp flashed 
over the form, to which young Sloan 

’ hastened, and as he hurriedly bent over 
it he saw that the form was that of a 
man, well dressed and about thirty-five 
years old, 

As he stood a moment hesitating what to do, he was 
approached by Mr. and Mrs. William Sutton, of Barker 
street, who were returning to their home. They had 
heard the shots and were hastening forward to ascertain 
the cause, when young Sloan sped across the street 
before them. 

Betore they could realize what had happened they 
were joined by others, who had been attracted to the 
scene by the sound of the shots, and among whom were 
Ifenry Hufhern, who lives at No. 777 Ellicott street, 
and Henry Persons, and Henry Vandewater, who iive 
at No. 701 West Delaware avenue. 

Gibbs was found in the driveway leading from the 
Street to the barn, in the rear of Mrs. Agnes Squire’s 
house, at No. 864 Delaware avenue. The driveway is 
at the extreme north end of the Squire property. Be- 
tween the curl and the sidewalk there is u space of 
twenty fet. 

When Mr. Sloan first saw Gibbs he was lying with his 
head about eight feet from the sidewalk. His head was 
toward the street. He was lying upon his back and was 
groaning loudly. He lay just far enough from the side- 
walk to indicate that after being shot he had staggered 
off the walk a tew feet and fallen backward. 

Within a few minutes after the shooting a score of 
persons gathered around thedying man. He lay groan- 
ing and writhing with his head ina rutin the muddy 
roadway, and the rut rapidly filled with the blood that 
was oozing from his temple. 

From the moment the bullet entered his head he must 
have been unconscious. He lay silent for a few mo- 
ments, then began to twist and groan. Once he tried to 
rise and the horror stricken onlookers thought he was 
less seriously wounded than at first appeared. He 
raised his head and half aruse to his elbow, but his 
strength failed him and he dropped back with another 
deep groan. 

Then the patrol wagon from the police station came 
*ith doctors and detectives and Gibbs was placed in the 
wagon for removal to the General Hospital. He had to 
be kept in an upright position and was held between 
two police officers. 

Blood was streaming down the left side of his face 
from a tiny almost invisible gunshot wound just a small 
distance below the temple. The location of the wound 
could not then be seen on account of a small black patch 
Which indicated that the shot had been fired at close 
range. 

The journey was only a short one. Three minutes 
after Gibbs was taken into the hospital, just as he was 

laid on the operating table, he died. 








Fourteen detectives were put to work on the case at 
once. The ground about the place where the man was 
killed was thoroughly searched, but no revolver was 
found, nor were there any traces of a struggle. 

Many believe that Gibbs was shot by a woman, but 
the motive is not known. Gibbs was undoubtedly lured 
to the spot where he met his death. 

No better spot could have been selected. 
avenue Is a fashionable residence street. The houses 
stand well back from the street, and there are very few 
fences. The street is lighted only with gas lamps, and 
is shaded by tall trees set closely together, so the side- 
walk is almost always in deep shadow. 

Gibbs was shot almost under a gas lamp, and fell in 
the carriage driveway leading to the barn of the Sey- 
mour home. Nothing but a very low boxwood hedge 
divides the premises of the Seymours and the Van 
Viecks. By following the Seymour carriage drive the 
murderer could easily escape through an orchard in the 
rear. The way was open. It was the intention of the 
murderer to do this, doubtless, but she got on the wrong 
side of the hedge and had to tear off two pickets ofa 
fence to get to the orchard. 

Along the Van Vieck side of the hedge a woman's 
footprints were found. They led to the opening in the 
picket fence. 

The footprints measured one and a half inches across 
the ball of the footand eight inches from heel to toe. 
The imprint was made by a shoe of the “ common- 
sense’’ style of about 3% A in size. The tracks were 
not miade by a 
heavy person, and 
were deeper at the 
toe. This is the 
only clue. 

When the three 
shots fired at Gibbs 
were heard people 
below and above 
the spot where he 
fell ran into the 
street. Noone saw 


Delaware 
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raised himself on his right elbow, only to sink back 
asain. He died in ten minutes, 

When an examination was made it was found that 
two bullets had struck him. The first had struck on the 
left side of the head, just over the temple, entering at an 
angle and going up. The other entered the left arm just 
below the shoulder, and also took an upward course. 
The wounds showed that the person who killed him had 
stood beside him and had shot upward from a little in 
front. The revolver was held only a short distance from 
his face and arm, for both were covered with powder 
marks, 

Mr. Gibbs was not prominent in the legal profession, 
but had a guod general practice. He hada wide circle 
of acquaintances, having been a newspaper man for sev- 
eral years. He was 35 years of age. 

It is asserted that Gibbs was very fund of the society 
of young married women. A few months ago he figured 
as the villain in a broken-home story at Niagara Falls. 
The woman in that case, whose name is Porter, is said 
to have been in Buffalo recently. 

It is pretty certain that when the assassin of Mont- 
gomery Gibbs is apprehended a scandal of huge dimen- 
sions will stalk in Buffalo. This ts the opinion of those 
who knew the dead man best, and it is shared in by the 
shrewdest detectives. 

Later evidence shows that it must have been two 
men, and not a woman, who committed the murder. 
They were not robbers. Their motive was jealousy, 
perhaps, or a desire to avenge a grevious wrong done to

any person fleeing. Gibbs was a man who lived within 
himself. He had no confidants among his friends, and 
was reserved and reticent to such a degree as to excite 
comiment. If he had any close female friends, no one 
kwen it—not even his brother Clinton, with whom he 
lived. He said to a friend a short time ago that he ex- 
pected to be married soon. His brother and his family 
said that this was news to them. 

That the meeting on Delaware avenue was not acci- 
dental is plain, because the street is seldom travelled at 
10 o'clock, the hour of the shooting. LEarlier, before 
people go into their houses, and later, when the men 
leave the clubs, there is more life on the street. 

Gibbs left his home at 7:30 o’clock and went down- 
town. He saw several friends, and at 8:30 went toa 
cigar store. He left there at 8:50, and went to the Mu- 
sic Hall cafe, where he bought a drink. He stayed 
there about ten minutes. At 9:35 a friend met him 
half a mile from the place where he was killed. 

All the evening he appeared to be killing time. ‘The 
theory is that he was waiting for the appointed hour of 
a meeting, met a woman, and walked with her to the 
place where he was killed. 

At 10 o0’clock a pistol shot was heard on Delaware 
avenue; then two others in rapid succession. People 
ran out of their houses near by and saw Gibbs lying in 
the carriage driveway. He was dying then, and was 
partially unconscious. He could not speak. Twice he 
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a member of their family. There is absolutely no other 
theory tenable with the circumstances of the crime and 
the character of the dead man. 

He was a young bachelor, very fond of the society of 
women and very secretivé and very circumspect. 
Gossip has connected his name with those of more than 
one fair woman, and these were usually married. A 
dozen of his acquaintances, young men about town like 
himself, have told the police that Montgomery Gibbs in 
his quiet way was the most persistent seeker after 
pretty faces, accompanied by a lively disposition, of any 
young man in society. 

His comings and goings he always kept to himself. 
His own brother, Clinton Gibbs, with whom he made 
his home, knew absolutely nothing of where he spent 
his time after business hours. While they have always 
been as much to each other as brothers can be, Mont- 
gomery never spoke of his private affairs to Clinton, 
and the latter is as much in the dark, if not more so, as 


Gibbs had spent the early hours of the evening in con- 
versation with friends in a drug store, a news store and 
acafe. He left the cafe at an unusually early hour and 
started to walk uptown. He passed his own house and 
passed off Main street into quiet, shadowy Delaware 
avenue. What took Gibbs there? The police say an 
appointment with a woman. But the woman did not 
keep the appointment. Did her husband? And if so, 
who was his companion? Was he the brother, as eager 
a8 the husband to see a wrong avenged and the honor of 
a household purged of stain ? 

These are the questions that the detectives are asking 
themselves, and it is their belief that when the

The most important evidence In connection with the 
crime was given to the police one day by two boys who 
were delivering packages on Delaware avenue that 
night. They are bright, intelligent youngsters of six- 
teen years, and Chief-of-Police Cusack believes that 
they know what they are talking about. 

Walter Kennett and William Willis are their names. 
They work in the Hanan shoe store. Willis is the bun- 
die boy, and he had some packages to deliver further 
up the avenue. Kennett went along with him for com- 
pany as tar as Hodge avenue. 

“We walked along Delaware avenue, fooling as we 
went,” said Kennett, “and Just as we reached the south- 
west corner of Bryant street, the noise of a pistol sho 
just behind made us jump. We wheeled about and saw 
flashes from a revolver, followed by two more reports. 
We did not see anybody fall, but we did see two men 
run. They ran towards us on Delaware avenue for 
about twenty feet and then turned into a driveway, and 
we lost sight of them in the darkness as they hurried 
towards the rear of the house. 

“They were too faraway for us to see their faces or 
clothing, and I could not give a description ofthem. I 
am positive, though, that I saw two medium-sized men 
run into that yard. Willie and I thought at the time 
that they were a couple of boys who were firing off a 
revolver for fun, and we walked on up the street. 

“This was about 10 o’clock. Mr. Gibbs must have 
been walking up the avenue behind us, but we did not 

notice him. Where the two men who attacked came 
trom I dou’t know. They were not in sight when we 
passed Mr. Squire’s driveway, where the man was 
killed, but tney might have been hiding in the yard or 
behind trees. 

“T am positive it was two men we saw, and not a 
woman. We did not turn back when we heard the pis 
tol shots, because we thought a couple of boys were foo!l- 
ing. Willie said to me that they were rnnning pretty 
fast for boys that were nut being chased by a policeman, 
but we did not think it was anything more than that. 
We heard no words or groans or the noise of anybody 
falling.” 

Willie was taken ifito Chief Cusack’s room after his 
companion had told his story, and he told exactly the 
same thing. The policeare satisfied that 
two men shot Montgomery Gibbs, It is 
probable that the assassins knew every 
toot of ground in the neighborhood. They 
had every opportunity to escape. By run- 
ning along the private driveway leading 
to the Squire stables they could gain an 
outlet either on Oakland place, the street 
in the rear, or through another yard into 
Bryant street, which runs at right angles 
to Delaware avenue. There is evidence 
to show that they came out on Bryant 
atreet. 

Ex-Assistant United States District- 
Attorney W. B. Hoyt lives on Bryant 
street, near Oakland place. The rear of 
his lot touches the Squire lot. Next 
morning Mr. Hoyt found two empty cart- 
tidges and several loaded ones in his 
yard. They were of the same calibre as 
the bullets that killed Gibbs—32. 

The neighborhood for blocks around is 
an aristocratic one. ‘The police believe 
that the men who showed such familiarty 
with the ground do not live very fur from 
*he scene of the tragedy. 

Tl.ey are very much in the dark, even 
in their theorizing, as to whether Gibbs 
was directing his steps towards a private 
residence or expected to meet the woman 
he was going to see on a street corner. It is argued 
that the people who live in that neighborhood do 
not care w take the chances of being seen on tie 
street at 10 P. M., even on such quiet thoroughfares as 
Delaware avenue and Bryant street. It is possible that 
Gibbs expected to be admitted into some house not far 
from there, and had hidden tp await some signal. 

One theory is that Gibbs was keeping an appointment 
in answer to a decoy letter, but nosuch letter was found 
upon his person at the morgue. Gibbs was a very cau- 
tious man and would not have walke.! into a trap had 
he the slightest reason for suspecting one. To be sure 
he may have received a decoy letter and have destroyed 
it, but against this probability is the fact that there was 
found in his pocket a letter from a young married wo- 
man now in Pittsburg, which, though not positively in- 
criminating, was-couched in tender language and was 
of the sort that a suspicious man starting out on a novel 
expedition would assuredly have destroyed. 

One of Chief Cusack’s detectives makes frequent trips 
to New York, where he gains in police experience from 
the lore of such experts in cases of this kind as Detec- 
tive Sergeant Heidelberg. This detective made a care- 
ful examination of all the keys in the dead man’s ring, 
with the idea that he might possibly discover a clue in 
the shape ofa latch-key. Nearly every key that Gibbs 
carried was accounted for. Chief Cusack said to a re- 
porter that if Gibbs was going to meet a woman whose 
husband was supposed to be away from home, he prob- 
ably expected to be met at the door. ‘They do these 
things differently in Buffalo,” said he, when he learned 
of the latch-key investigations made by his detective. 

The Pittsburg letter found in the dead man’s pocket 
was made the subject of a long telegram to Roger 
O’ Mara, Chief of Police in Pittsburg. The writer was 
said to be staying in East Liberty, the aristocratic 
quarter of the iron city, though her husband at the pres- 
ent time is in Buffalo. The address is somewhere near 
No. 5000 Elisworth avenue, Pittsburg. The police say 
that this letter is of very little importance, as it throws 
absolutely no light on the crime. " 

The police no longer attach any importance to the 
footprints discovered along the hedge in the yard near 
which Gibbs staggered and fell. Chief Cusack carefully 
examined the trail to-day and decided that it was 
several days old. They were the footprints ofa woman, 
but the police think the shooting was done by two men. 
They think that one of the murderers lurked behind a 
tree near the curb, while the other hid in the shadow on 
the opposite side of the sidewalk. 

The autopsy showed no bruises upon the body. The 
man was in perfect physical condition. He was six feet 
tall, and weighed 225 pounds. 

The mysterious tragedy is the absorbing sensation ot 
of the city, and will be for some time to come.

Mrs, 
Hayward, who copied eighiy oochie-oochie letters 
which she found tn his poc <ets, in order to iuform Gantz 
of the intimacy of his wife and her husband, sat near 
him. They appeared to be on very friendly terms, 
Henry M. Kirk, who married a sister of Mrs. Gantz, 
was the next witness. He told of several visits in com- 
pany with Gantz and Miss Kate Johnson to the house 
of a Mrs, Pons, on Second avenue. 

Mrs. Kirk flushed and looked uncomfortable several 
times during the cross-examination of her husband. 
The Miss Johnson referred to as being infatuated with 
Gantz is a sister of Mrs. Louise Freelander, wife of the 
Broadway florist, at whose home both Gantz and Miss 
Johnson are now living. 

Robert C. Hilliard, the actor who was divorced re- 
cently, came into the court room and remained quite a 
long while, a deeply interested spectator. 

Mrs. Kirk was the next witness. She related con- 
versations had with Gantz, corroborating her husband 
as to admissions made by Gantz acknowledging his re- 
lations with Miss Johnson. 

Mrs. Gantz was called. She denied having been too 
intimate with Hayward, the oochte-oochie letters to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

MOBS INVADE FACTORIES.

The foreign workmen in Cleveland, Ohio, started out 
recently to stop every factory in that city, but they did 
not proceed very far, being met by the police. After 
holding a demonstration they marched upon several of 
the factories that had recently resumed work. 

The moulders and machine hands, pattern-makers 
and riveters in the Variety Iron works were busily en- 
gaged at work when the mob bore down on the two 
story frame building.

They had barely 
shown themselves when they were met with a fusilade 
of stones, clubs and pieces of loose castings which were 
picked up by the men.

Every window in the place was broken and the work- 
ing force, numbering 600 men and boys, put to rout 
without even time to grab their lunch baskets or hats 
and coats. 

The rioters then sprang up a small but steep embank- 
ment and, breaking through the windows, which had 
been nailed shut in anticipation of the trouble, the wild 
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and turbulent mob dashed inside. With sledges and

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machinery and, cutting the belts, brought the machinery) 
toa standstill 

Those of the rioters on the outside were listening to a 
wild harangue by Tom Moore, the anarchist, when 
detail of thirty policemen arrived in three patro! 
wagons, . At the sight of the police many started to ru 
but, emboldened by the shouts of Moore, they turne: 
back and faced the pelice. 

With clubs drawn and hands resting near their hi; 
pockets the police awed the mob into silence. Only fo, 
a short time did they cease their attack on the building 
and then it began again. Then the police charged. 

There was a scampering as the police, moving like a 
solid wall, dashed forward into the building. The men 
who weredestroying the machinery up stairs tumbled 
precipitately down the stairway, and as each man 
reached the bottom he was given a blow on the head by 
the policemen that he will remember for many a day to 
come.

MEN FOUGHT FOR HER FAYOR.

The last chapter of the tragedy of a wrecked and 
wasted life has been brought to a close in Bellevue Hos- 
pital, New York. 

On a bed in the consumptive ward, waiting the slow 
daily march of conquering death, lay a woman into 
whose life had entered a romance full of thrilling human 
interest. such as come but to few persons. 

So many of those gay creatures, the moths and butter- 
flies of the Tenderloin, die hideous wrecks in Bellevue, 
after running out their days in dissipation, that little 
comment is made there now when the life of one of them 
goes out; but the “Countess” Jennie Schlumberger was 
no ordinary Tenderloin queen. She was not only the 
gayest of the gay while her fortune lasted, but she spent 
$1,000,000 of the Count’s money, and as much more of 
other men’s who were great swells in those days. 

The “Countess Schlumberger’ was a product of the 
Tenderloin when that district was most notorious. She 
would boast sometimes that her mother had been a 
wushwoman and her fathera convict. But that was 
always when under the influence of sparkling cham- 
pagne, of which she was so fond.. At other times she 
told fabulous stories of her family, her favorite tale 
being that she was the illegitimate daughter of an Eng- 
lish Baronet named Roberts, who was connected with 
the British embassy in Washington from 1860 to 1864. 
To verify her claim, she called herself Jennie Roberts 
before she met the Count. Sometimes she varied it 
with Millie Osborne, saying that her mother was a cor- 
respondent for newspapers and periodicals, who, while 
in Washington, became the sweetheart of the English 
nobleman. 

Jennie Roberts’ career in the gay 
life of this city was as’ brilliant as 
it was successful to the turning 
point of the tide. Jennie possessed 
a beauty fatal to her, and intensely 
fascinating to a number of men 
who worshipped at her shrine. 

In the whirl of Tenderloin gayety 
she was oue of the reigning belles, 
and in her train was to be found a 
number of men more or less pro:n- 
inent in official and business life, 
but all wealthy, as they hal to be 
to satisfy Jennie’s whims and sup- 
ply her with the luxuries that. had 
grown to bea partof the life she 
led. : 2 ; 

Of Jennie’s early life little was © 
then known, or has been brought 
to light, since Jennie herself never 
spoke of it. She was Jennie Rob- 
erts, that was all. 

However, the girl was in the 
height of her beauty and fortune in 
January of 1884, when the young 
Count Jean Schlumberger came to America. He was 
the son of a millionaire manufacturer of Muhlhausen, 
Alsace. He was a wild young fellow, and rushed head- 
long into the gayest of the Tenderloin dissipations. His 
father kept him supplied with large sums of money, 
which slipped through his fingers like water. It was 
not lohg before he had met and become fascinated with 
Jennie Roberts, who was then the mistress of one of the 
most luxurious flats known to the gay world of those 
days. 

The young Count was easy prey for the girl. He was 
a tall, handsome young fellow, just foolish enough to be 
flattered by the attention of a woman at whuse feet some 
of the most fashionable men about town were bowing. 
He strove to be the only one who could lay claim to her 
love. She played with him prettily, and before they 
weregomiciled together he had been driven to such a 
passion of jealousy over her that upon one occasion he 
had shot at her, and they had both been taken to the 
West 30th street police station through the hysterics 
of the woman’s maid, who had been frightened into a 
frenzy by what she thought was an attempt to murder 
her mistress. 

As soon as the young Count was sure that he had her, 
she was.sure that she had him, and the squandering of 
his money began. Horses, carriages, silks, satins, furs 
—nothing was too costly for the woman, who was then 
openly calling herself the Countess Jeannie Schlum- 
berger, although the young Count had never lost his 
head enough to allow any sort of a marriage ceremony 
to take place, or even to acknowledge her as his wife 
among his friends.. But the ‘‘Countess” was known 
everywhere, and her gowns and every public appear- 
ance attracted more attention than they would had she 
a more wortby claim to her title. 

The two lived together in that way, the centre of a 
riotously gay set, till 1892, when the Count’s father 
died. It was found by the executors of the old man’s 
estate that the young Count had spent, in discounting 
upon the future, something like $1,000,000 of the 
$3,000,000 which the old man’s will left him.

great deal of doubt whether he was dead, especially as 


the woman had been hounding him. 
Immediately afterwards she sued for letters of admin 


istration as the widow of Jean Jacques Schlumberger. 
She claimed that she had entered into a formal though 


unwritten marriage contract with him, and she ob- 


tained the letters of administration. This was a pre- 
paratory step toward enabling her to assert her claim 
in Europe to the dead man's inheritance. 

Lawyer Louis Mathol, of No. 291 Broadway, acting 
for the other children of the “‘Count’s”’ father, fought her 
in the New York courts, and on May 19, 1893, Surro- 
gate Ransom revoked her letters of administration on 
the ground that there had been no marriage, common 
law or otherwise, and that she was of bad character. 

Then she began the mad career of dissipation that 
brought her, a mere wreck of her former self, into 
Bellevue Hospital, about a month ago. She was still 
beautiful then, and four men who are prominent in the 
social world to-day were known then as her slaves, one 
being known to have spent a princely fortune upon her. 

“Why do I spend so much money?” she would say. 
when anyone said anything to her about her wild rush 
to ruin. “For revenge, to be sure. The world has 
ruined me; Iam going to ruin all of the world I can in 
my little time.”’ 

And she did. But, fortunately for the world, her 
little time was short, indeed. It was not six months 
after her last plunge into dissipation when her health 
broke down and quick consumption set in. The last 
three weeks of her life in Bellevue were ages of torture; 
she never flinched, and her continual regret, growing 
tierce and defiant as she brooded over it, was that she 
had no more years in which to prey 
upon men’s hearts and homes and 
happiness. She had squandered all 
of the great amounts of money that 
fell into her hands and would have 
been buried in Potter’s Field had 
not Lawyer Louis Matol paid the 
expenses of her burial in Evergreen 
Cemetery.

Richard K. Fox To Own the 
Fastest Steam Launch Afloat. 


MAY BUY THE YANKEE DOODLE 


Richard K. Fox has decided to buy or build a steam 
launch which will not only beat the Hibernia, owned 
by the Kingston Company, of London, but any steam 
launch in the world. A few days ago he wrote to the 
McBride Brothers, asking what they wonld charge to 
bulld a boat able to beat the Yankee Doodle, or if they 
would sell the latter, and what would be the price. The 
owners of the Yankee Doodle made this reply: 

“We are now supplying her with triple expansion 
engines, with which we expect to make phenomenal 
speed. Wehave not named a price for the Yankee 
Doodle to any one, and will not do so until we run her 
with the new engines, which will be within a week or 
ten days. When we get her in running order we should 
like you to make a visit here, so you could have a trip 
on her. 

“We have some doubts about building a faster boat 
than the Yankee Doodle, as we have reason to believe 
that she can beat everything afloat.” 

If Richard K. Fox secures the Yankee Doodle, or has 
a boat built to exceed her speed, he will send her to 
England and race her against the Hibernia for $5,000 
or $10,000 a side, or any other steam launch in the 
world.—The N. Y. Sun, April 28. 

Mr. Richard K. Fox may secure the fast steam launch 
Yankee Doodle, or build a boat of her class to send to 
England to race aga'nst the Hibernia, owned by the 
Kingston Company, of London, or any other steam 
launch in the world. . Fox-would be willing to race for 
$5,000 or $10,000 a side.—The N. Y. Herald, Apr. 28. 

Richard K. Fox has entered into negotiations for the 
purchase of a steam launch that will beat the Hibernia, 
owned by the Kingston Company, of London, or any 
steam launch in the world. 

A few days ago he wrote McBride Bros. asking them 
if they would sell the Yankee Doodle and at what price, 
or if they could build him asteam launch that would 
be able to beat the Yankee Doodle. 

The owners of the Yankee Doodle replied that they 
were now fitting her with triple expansion engines, 
with which they expected to make wonderful speed. 
They did not want to name a price for her until after 
she had made a trial trip with the new engines. They 
expressed doubts as to their ability to build a faster 
boat than the Yankee Doodle, and said that they be- 
lieved she could beat anything afioat. 

If Mr. Fox secures the Yankee Doodle he will send 
her to England to race against the Hibernia for $5,000 
or $10,000 a side, or any other steam launch In the 
world.—The N. Y. Evening World, April 28. 

It is possible that the fast little steam yacht Yankee 
Doodle, at present owned by the McBride Bros., of 
Philadelphia, will soon be purchased by Richard K. 
Fox, who is anxious to secure the little flyer and race 
her against the crack yachts of- England, France and 
Germany. William McBride, when questioned by a 
World reporter, said: . 

“We have tried for a year to get on a match, but 
every one seems afraid of our boat. We were willing to 
race from one to fifty miles, for anything up to $6,000. 
and we placed a forfeit with the World, but no one ac- 
cepted the challenge. The Yankee Doodle is now being 
fitted out, and will be finished some time next week. 
Then we will give hera private trial, and I have no 
doubt but that she can go fast enough to satisfy the most 
exacting purchaser. 

“If, however, we are challenged before negotiations 
are completed for the sale, we will at once accept the 
defi and get ready to race at a few weeks’ notice."’— The

DICK BURGE WHIPS HARRY NICKLESS. 


~ [SPECIAL CABLE TO THE POLICE GAZETTE.} 
Lowpon, May 5, 1894. 

The glove fight between Dick Burge, of Newcastle, and Harry 
Nickless, of London, for £200 a side and a purse of £200 and the 
10-stone (140 pounds) championship of England, was decided last 
night in the Bolingbroke Club, at Clapham Junction. The fight was 
not up to the standard for a champlouship encounter, and it did not 
add any laurels to either the victor or the vanquished. Twenty-eight 
rounds were fought, when Burge won. 

Burge played a waiting game. Nickless, although plucky, was 
slow and erratic. Burge was clever, but his blows lacked power and 
he frequently neglected splendid openings. Nickless’ left eye was 
bunged inthe eighth round, and he showed hard usage at the finish. 
Nevertheless, the fight was very tedious; in several rounds not a sin- 
gie blow was struck. 

The men fought with 4-ounce gloves, and Robert Watson was ref- 
eree. The winner was entitled to the whole of the purse and stakes, 
and Burge cleared £1,000, for his friends backed him heavily at 2 to 
1. It is expected Burge will now fight Jack McAuliffe, the American 
champion, if the latter will arrange a match.

CORBETT INTERVIEWED IN LONDON. 


The ubiquitous interviewer was not long In getting to work on 
James J. Corbett the moment he landed in England, A reporter of 
the Sporting Life, accompanied by William A. Brady, were the 
first to greet the champion. Corbett graciously submitted to the 
process, while keeping up a running fire of conversation. 

‘* How 41d you enjoy your trip, Mr. Corbett?" 

“Excellently. Never missed a meal. We had it rather rough 
during the first two days, but after that the weather was very fine. 
We came by the extreme southern route, which will partially account 
for our delay.” 

** What kind of a send off did you get In America?” 

“ Grand; the dock in Hoboken was black with people, and Richard 
K. Fox, of the New York Police Gazette, sent me a magnificent 
floral emblem." . 
> “ Did you give any entertainment on the Furst Bismarck ? " 

“ Yes, we played a little sketch, which went very well.” 

* Now, tell the Sporting Life of your plans, will you?” 

“ Well, you know, our stay at Drury Lane depends upon circum- 
stances. When that engagement is finished we shall open in Paris, 
and it is just possible that we may show in Germany.” 

“ Do you think your piece will prove attractive !"’ 

“ T certainly do, but I do not wish it to be understodd that I claim 
to be a star actor. What I do is to put boxing before the public in a 
manner that has never been seen before. For instance, my punching 
of the ball is done to the accompaniment of a quick march, and I 
make the leather bag keep time with the music."’ 

By this time the tender had reached the quay, and the baggage 
was submitted to the Custom House officials, Right on top of Cor- 
bett's property trunk was the identical! belt which the American 
wore when he met Charley Mitchell. The latter's ‘‘ carmine"’ was 
plainly discernible on this girdle, It did not take long to get seated 
in the South Western Railway's special steamboat train, and then 
Corbett unloosened himself. He really talked without being later- 
viewed, A leading question as to his proposed match with Jackson 
Was enough to turn on the tap of information, 

“It is all nonsense for Jackson to talk about our meeting In June. 
That affair will come to nothing. We shall both draw down our 
money, and make a new match. Any one can readily see that 
my theatrical engagements will prevent me boxing in June, or 
even July and August. The last two months are out of the 
question for two reasons; one is that the weather is against our 
meeting, and then again no one will offer a purse for such a contest 
at this time.” 

“Is there any reason why you and Jackson, or Parson Davies, act- 
ing for Peter, should not ratify a match iu this country ?"’ 

“Certainly not. I will be ready to talk business with Jackson in 
July, but not before." 

“Where will the contest take place—England or America ?" 

“That depends. The club offering the biggest purse will get 
the match, whether it is in England, Australia, America, or on the 
Continent.”’ 

At this juncture Brady chimed in with the exclamation: “I think 
that I shalt have a definite proposition svon, and it will be a good 
one,”* 

Asked about the chances of a meeting on the Continent, Corbett 
replied: 

“It appears to me that this thing could be brought off. If they cag 
have duels over there, a little harmless boxing could be carried out. 
I am willing to entertain any proposition which will be agreeable to 
the other side.” 

“Suppose Jackson demands an immediate settlement of this ques- 
tion, what will you do?"’ 

“It seems to me that I am being hurried enough as itis. Sullivan 
took six years to consider a proposition for a match, but my adver- 
saries will not give me six months. I am the one to be consulted in 
this matter, and I shall maintain my rights, but I am willing to 
meet Parson Davies half way." 

Asked if he would like to commit himself to a comparison of Sulll- 
van, Mitchell and Jackson, Corbett sald: 

“IT don't mind doing so. In the first place, John L. Sullivan was 
a big, strong fellow, who tried to beat down or wear down an antag- 
onist. He was always dangerous. I knew this long before I met 
him. Charley Mitchell was tricky, shifty and cunning. He was 
cleverer than Sullivan, but lacked the height, length of reach, and 
strength of the Big Fellow. In fact, I consider Mitchell much clev- 
erer than Jackson. The latter is a wonderfully good in-fighter, and 
is always to be feared at close quarters, These are things which I 
study to avoid, however, so that I neutralize the danger.’ 

Here Mr. Brady handed the champion a batch of newspaper clip- 
pings, which kept him silent for a few minutes, and then he looked 
up, as though ready to continue the interviewing process, The 
Sporting Life sepresentative asked the champion: 

“Is Mrs, Corbett coming to Kugland?" 

“Yes; she will leave New York iu six or eight weeks. You know 
I live in New York now, and intend to make that my home. I live 
in Fighty-eighth street and the Boulevard, which is close to Rich- 
ard K. Fox's residence.” 

Interrogated regarding his weight, Corbett said, ‘‘I am 195 pounds 
(13 stone 18 pounds), and will probably gain a trifle,” 

Arrived at Waterloo, Corbett was at once driven to the Hotel Vic- 
toria, where he changed his clothes, and, after a bath, went to Drury 
Lane Theatre to take partin a rehearsal which was called for one 
o'clock.
